Before the trial was held, some 
of the boys managed to sell two of 
the jade bracelets worth $400 to a 
jeweler in San Francisco.、 This 
jewelry was recovered and kept by 
the police as evidence, but the rest 
of the jewelry is still missing， 

Chan expected that the boys 
would be charged with theft and 
vandalism, and violation of what:- 
eyer- laws there are to protect 
ceimeteries. Its not that Chan was 
Vindictive，but that the Chinese 
Cemetery had been vandalized so 
many times before (although to a 
]esser_ degree)，and no one had 
ever been caught and punished. 

When the trial was finally held，

How could we, regardless of race and nationality， 
allow our children to rob properly buried graves? 
How could justice be passed over so_ lightlyr Why 
wasmt there a community outcry?

At the same time,， we feel strongly that the Chinese 
Americans living in Folsom should not carry this 
burden quietly and alone.

Legislation 


WASHINGTON 一 The U.S. 
House of Representatives “has 
agreed to remove a two-year 
residency requirement now ims- 
posed on young Americans who 
live abroad 计 they want to retain 
their citizenship， 

The law says that a person who 
is born an American citizen can be 
expatriated 计 he or she does not 
live for two consecutive years in 
the U.S， between the ages of 14 
and 28. It applies to persons born 
abroad who have an American 
and an alien parent， 

The proposal was adopted by
